The report i- extensive, giving a 
history of the various members of 
the Lincoln family, and finally ar­ 
rives at the following conclusion as 
to the route traversed: 
‘*Iu view, therefore, of the facts 
set forth in the foregoing summary 
j of our investigations, and after a 
Careful inspection of the country ly­ 
ing between Troy, on tbc Ohio, where 
the Lincolns first set foot on the soil 
of Indiana, and Vincennes, on the 
Wabash, where 
they emerged from 
the state, we are of the opinion that 
after these hardy 
and venturesome 
emigrants 
bade 
farewell 
to their 
cabin 
near 
Gentryville, 
Spencer 
county, in March, 1830, they moved 
northward through Dale to Jasper, 
thence 
northwesterly' 
through 
the 
villages of Ireland, Otwell and Alg­ 
iers to Peterrsburg, at or near which 
place tliev crossed 5\ hito River, and 
then pushed on to Vincennes by the 
most direct route.” 
The report thanks many citizens 
of Indiana for assistance given the 
commission. 
The report traces var­ 
ious resolutions 
regarding Lincoln 
history through the legislatures of 
Kentucky, Indiana and Illinois. 
The report gives a brief sketch of 
the Lincoln family and recites the 
causes for its migrations.

The origin of Christmas 
lost in 
myth and the customs of primitive 
peoples. 
Every nation has k ept >t 
since Adam wore fig leaves and laid 
away a few primitive potatoes after 
the bread-fruit season was over. I he 
old Norsemen k ept a harvest festi­ 
val 
that 
corresponded with 
our 
Christmas; the Romans held a mad 
season of gamboling’ railed the Sat­ 
urnalia in December; and the ancient 
Druids k ept Yale with saered rites in 
their temples. 
It was at the time of Saturnalia 
one year that Joseph of 
Nazareth 
journeyed to Jerusalem with Mary, 
his wife, and in the manger at Beth­ 
lehem the Christ child was horn. It 
was not until TO A. T)„ however, that 
the custom of k eeping December 2 5 
as the birthday of Christ was estab­ 
lished. and it was 2 00 A. D. before 
the persecuted few who believed in 
him dared to celebrate the festival 
openly. 
Among all 
the symbols of the 
I'hristmasUde, The mistletoe and the 
Yule log an> especially significant. 
Both are robes of Druid times. 
In 
Britain and tbe ice bound fiords of 
the north, the old Druids went out in 
stately procession to gather in the 
mistletoe from the 
fragrant 
oak s. 
They called the plant All-heal and 
laid it upon their altars as a sign of 
the greatest sacredness. 
Every year 
at Yule the procession of all the vil­ 
lage went forth, singing hymns, the 
priests and the heralds that went be­ 
fore them carrying golden 
>ick lc< 
and axes to cut the holy plant and 
bear it back to bouse and temples in 
triumph. 
They little dreamed of the 
associations which latter day frivol­ 
ity would attach to the waxy white 
berries and shining leaves of the mis­ 
tletoe. 
As far back as legend goes it has 
been the custom in England to save 
a specially huge log for the Gargan­ 
tuan grate fne.s in the feasting hall, 
and for the servants to drag it in on 
Christmas eve, when it is lighted with by the h im 
great ceremony. Old prints show ou- tyranny, F 
rious scenes of master and mistress 
putting a hand to the ropes and the 
family jester sitting gaily astride as 
the \ ule log is tumbled into the Hall, 
while all the servantry stands about 
respectfully.
